The leg- 
islature then would vote on the 
candidates, the party in the ma- 
jority in the legislative body, of 
course, carrying* the election. 


Bristow was elected to the sen- 


ate in that manner in 1909, having 
defeated Chester I. Long, the in- 
cumbent. In the Republican pri- 
mary in 1908.-Incidentally, he was 
the first United States senator

failure in any nation.

territory. 
In 
connection with 


the 
American 
people 
and the 


United States, or in comparison 
with Great Britain and Its great, 
free, 
overseas 
'commonwealths, 


one might call it almost a nation 
in miniature. 


Life In these great modern na- 


tions is complex; the nature and 
the springs of action arc not al- 
ways clear;, the results may be 
clouded or confused. 
But in the 


life of Israel actions and results 
appead for what they arc. When 
leaders fail in wisdom or integ- 
rity, or when the people refuse 
to" obey worthy ana noble lead- 
ers, 
trouble 
and disaster soon 


follow. 
The 
action of individ- 


uals, also, is laid bare, with 
ihc 


effect of 
treachery or of 
evil- 


doing 
soon made evident 
upon 


the welfare of all. 
..At about the time of my writ- 
ing nearly 100 employes 
of 
a 


large wa'r industry, e'ngaged 
in 


shipbuilding, 
after Investigation 


by the F. B. I., have been In- 
dicted for defrauding the 
U. S. 


government 
of 
large amounts. 
They were welders and counters, 
and as the' counters gave' credit 
for an excess of work over that 
actually done, the welders kicked 
back to the counters a part ot 
the 
wages dishonestly received,

all. 


The people who act like Achun. 


thinking of their own interest and 
gain, even when others are risking 
or giving all for their country, do 
not today hnvo Achan's 
punish- 


ment visited upon them. 
But let 


us make no mistake: the nation 
is weakened an dendungcred by 
their selfishness, and disregard of 
their social obligations. 


The besetting sin of the Israel- 
ites were idolatry. This WHS not 
only a temptation to follow 
the 


practices of neighboring peoples, 
it meant a distlncc moral decline, 
for the idolatrous rites were as- 
sociated with immoral 
practices. 


In the-life of Israel from early 
times we have the Ideal of good 
home life and wholesome rela- 
tions between the sexes. 
Of its 


highest and best this emerges as 
romantic 
live—such 
love. 
for 


instance,' as 
Elkanah had 
for 


Hannah, the mother 
of Samuel. 


\Ve have the ideal of clean liv- 
ing, ^too, as manlfsted in Joseph 
and Daniel. The lapse into idolatry 
always meant for Israel a betray- 
al of its best ideals and 
highest 
teachings 
regarding 
truth and 


right. 
' . 
lodifltry 
is always a 
betrayal 


of something' 
high 
and 
goba. 
There 
are 
-idolatries 
In our 


American life as gross and per- 
verting 
as- those to which the 


faithless in Israel turned. 
Some 


make a god of money, some of 
power, 
some of pleasure — and 


sometimes unwholesome and evil 
pleasure.' some -of home and fam- 
ly—to the neglect of common ob- 
ligations and dutlc.s 
But what- 


ever the form all idolatries sap 
the moral and social life of a na- 
tion. 
To love .God with all the 


soul, and mind, and strength, and 
to love one's neighbor as one's 
self—this is still the way "of suc- 
cess,
